“A short time ago the trade exten­ 
sion committee of the Sedalia Boos­ 
ters’ club arranged 
for 
Christmas 
shoppers’ special train service to and 
from Sedalia for December 23, the 
primary purpose being to attract to 
this city persons from the surround­ 
ing country who were unable to sup­ 
ply all of their wants at home. 
The 
necessary ‘red tape’ incident to se­ 
curing desired train equipment and 
concessions unavoidably delayed the 
project. 
It was not possible, within 
che limited time and with the help 
available, to personally enlist the co­ 
operation of all of the city’s retail- 


0i’s. but twenty-one of the prominent 
ones, supplemented by five of the 
nrincipal banks, cheerfully joined in 
a cordial invitation to the citizens of 
Sedalia’s trade territory to shop in 
Sedalia on that date. 
A half dozen 
High school students were utilized to 
distribute a large amount of advertis­ 
ing matter in the towns within a 
fifty-mile radius. 
“Rain on the 22d, which changed to 
a, heavy fall of snow that night, in­ 
augurated ‘excursion day’ with wea- 
rher conditions of 
the 
abominable 
type—and yet by noon 
there 
were 
twenty railroad stations represented 
by shoppers 
in 
Sedalia 
and 
the 
streets 
were 
thronged with out-of- 
town people who came on the trains. 
As a first effort at trade excursions, 
with a late start and unfavorable 
weather conditions, results were such 
as to amply compensate for the labor 
and expense and warrant repetition 
on an enlarged scale next year.”

West Orange. X. J., Dec. IO. Fire 
destroyed virtually the main plant of 
the Edison company here last night, 
causing damage estimated at nearly 
$7,000,000, with insurance that it is 
expected will reduce the loss to ap­ 
proximately $5,00,000. 
An entire square block of modern 
reinforced concrete buildings, which 
were supposed to be fireproof, were 
burned out. 
The only building saved was the 
laboratory, containing 
valuable sci­ 
entific machinery, tinder 
the imme­ 
diate superintendency of the 
inven­ 
tor, Thomas A. Edison. 
Special ef­ 
forts made to 
save 
this structure 
were successful. 
It is estimated 
that 
about 3,000 
men and women will be temporarily 
throw'll out of work 
because of the 
fire. 
In all, about 7,000 
persons 
“were 
employed at the plant, 
but 
as the 
storage battery building across 
the 
street, from 
the 
main 
plant 
was 
saved, with other buildings near by, 
it will be possible 
to 
keep 
more 
than half the force employed. 
Four firemen were injured in fight­ 
ing the blaze and were taken to a 
hospital, but are not thought to he 
seriously hurt. 
“Although I am more than G7 years 
of age. Iii start all over again

morrow',” said Mr. Edison last night. 
“I am pretty well

out to­ 
night, but tomorrow there will be a 
mobilization here 
and

London, Dec. IO.—A British squad­ 
ron under command of Vice Admiral 
Sir Frederick Sturdee, chief of the 
war staff engaged a German squad­ 
ron under Admiral Count von Slice off 
the Falkland Islands, in the South 
Atlantic Tuesday and won a victory, 
which is being acclaimed throughout 
England.

$105,000,000

which to make up the deficiency in 
revenue caused by shrinkage in im­ 
port duties since the beginning of 
the war, went into effect December 
I. 
You undoubtedly are aware of it. 
The tax will be in effect thirteen 
months, until December 31, 1915, so 
you might as well get used to it. 
Three classes of stamps are pro­ 
vided by the government 
for 
the 
payment of the new taxes. 
One class 
for use on proprietary articles, an­ 
other for wines, the third for docu­ 
ments. 
There are twenty-one denom­ 
inations in each set of the proprietary 
stamps, ranging from one-eighth of a 
cent, the smallest, to twenty cents; 
the documentary stamps ranging from 
one-half a cent to $1,000.

only thing the $1,000 stamps can be 
used on is a promissory note for five 
million c le a rs or a deed where the
